ALBERTA ACTS 


IS DISCUSSED 


Statutes Contained Provi- 
sions To Halt Court 


Action In Province 


OTTAWA, Feb. 5.—Rt, Hon. 
Ernest Lapointe, minister of 
Justice, continued the address de- 
bate in the House of Commons 
Friday. He dealt with disallowance 
and reservation of Alberta enact- 
ments and the supreme court of 
Canada reference, . 

The justice minister upheld the 
Practice of referring to the supreme 
court, federal or provincial legisia- 
tion of which there were constitu- 
tional doubts. That, he said, was one 
of the reasons for establishing the 
eourt. 


DIRECT INVASION 


All three of the disallowed Al- 
berta statutes, including the bank- 
license law, contained provisions to 
stop court action in the province, 
Mr. Lapointe said. The bank bill 
Was a direct invasion of the federal 
legislative field and ran contrary to 
Dominion enactments on banking. 


Premier Aberhart “refused 
dluntly” to suspend application of 
the three bills while they were re- 
ferred to the court, Mr. Lapointe 
said. After that, there was no 
fourse open to the Dominion gov- 
ernment but to veto the three laws. 

Rt. Hon. R. B. Bennett, Conserva- 
tive leader, had alleged discrtmina- 
tion against Alberta because the On- 
tario power contracts legislation 
had not been disallowed. Mr, Ben- 
nett, being a great authority, all the 
Social Credit and C.C F. members 


had followed him and made the 
aame.charge. 
NO TWO THE SAME 

“Tl Was easy to show the distinction 
between the Ontario statute and 
those of Alberta. No two statutes dis- 
allowed or considered for disallow- 
ance were the same 

It had become a rule that a law 
should not be disallowed merely 
because {it was ultra vires. The 
courts could deal with it. It should 
not be disallowed unless it inter- 
fered with some policy or legislation 


of the Dominion. It was for the elec- 
fors of Ontario to deal with aues- 
tions of injustice or unfairness in 
Ontario legislation 

“And we were right In our de- 
cision on the Ontario statute.” said 
Mr. Lapointe. “Since then it has 
been successfully challenged in the 
eourts and a judgment against it 


@btained. The matter has now been | 


fettled to the satisfaction of all the 
parties concerned.” 
DELIBERATE ATTEMPT 


Turning again to the Alberta bank 
license bill. Mr. Lapointe claimed it 
was @ clear invasion of the federal 
legislative field. It was a deliberate 
attempt to substitute provincial 
banking laws for federal laws. 

Mr, Lapointe reiterated that Can- 
eda should have the power to 
amend its own constitution 

“We are the only Dominion in 
the British Empire which has not 
this power,” he said. “We are the 
only federal country in the world 
which has not the power in some 
form.” 

Those who suggested there wzs 
something sacredgand unchangeable 
in @ constitution were 
One generation had no right to bind 
a future generation by imposing on 
it an unchangeable constitution.

TWO NEW DESTROYERS 

Two more destroyers are to be added 
Canada’s modest flotilla of defence vessels. The 
peace-loving people of the Dominion will in- 
dulge in the news, such as 
greet the launching of war craft in some Euro- 
pean and Oriental ports. But they will in great 
majority approve the strengthening of their sea 
defences as they undoubtedly do the strengthen- 
ing of their defences on land. With our 
extended coast lines, no defence system could be 
idequate which did not include fleets of de- 
stroyers—and submarines also 

And, however they may long for peace, 
Canadians can have no illusion that they can 
sit in unguarded composure in a world where 
national lawlessness has broken bounds, 
scrapped treaties, flouted conventions, and made 
var the open and almost boasted instrument of 
aggrandizement. Protective armament is for us 
not a matter of choice, but of ordinary prudence. 
The other peace-loving nations are out-build- 
ng the war-mekers, and thereby trying to make 
the world safe. Canada must help them, for its 
own safety and in the interests of world peace. 


A NEW DEAL NEEDED 

Representative Sirovich of New York would 
send the United States navy into Bering sea to 
chase out the Japanese fishermen. His summary 
proposal will not be adopted, but it throws light 
on the havoc the Japanese fishermen are work- 
ing to the salmon canning industries of Alaska— 
and in lesser degree to those of British Columbia. 
the Bering sea is not territorial water, 
there is nothing in existing agreements to pre- 
vent the Japanese fishing there, so long as they 
Stay the required distance from the Alaskan, and 
the Russian, shores. But the ingenious Jap 
fishermen have devised “floating canneries” 
which hover along the unmarked territorial line 
and seem y manage to catch enough salmon 
to make r operations profitable, alike in the 
Bering sea and off the British Columbia coast. 

Canadian and United States fishermen could 
respond by sending out “floating canneries” of 
their own. But in the free-for-all competition 
thus started the salmon supplies would almost 
certainly be depleted and the industry ruined 
in all three countries. What the situation calls 
for is the making of a new fishery agreement, 
barring the floating canneries or subjecting them 
to supervision and control. In the excited state 
of feeling along the coast, reflected in the pro- 
posal of the New York Representative, it would 
make for peace and the mutual benefit of al! 
concerned if the agreement were made quickly. 
A “fish war” would be a tragic absurdity, but the 
fishery question is one of the issues disturbing 
internationa! relations in the north Pacific, and 
the friction is very evidently developing heat,

| Many, if not most, cities in other provinces 
are doing the same thing; eating up the substance 
of their taxpayers by levying rates which either 
cannot be paid or are higher than it is profitable 
for the owners to pay. In a healthy state of 
affairs the number of property-owners should 
increase year by year in a growing community. 
In Alberta, and some other parts of Canada, 
property-owners grow fewer as the populations 
of cities grow larger. The end of that process 
is not hard to foresee. 


THE DOMINION’S FINANCES 

It is encouraging news that for the fiscal year 
which ended almost a year ago the Dominion’s 
finances were $10,000,000 nearer in balance than 
had been expected when last year’s budget 
speech was presented. The estimate then was 
for a deficit of $87,000,000 plus. The shortage 
turned out to be, when the accounts were all 
made up, something more than $77,000,000. This 
| showing is bad enough, since the amount was 
added to the national debt and is bearing in- 
terest, but a betterment of ten millions is a 
betterment of ten millions, plus the interest 
| thereon. 
| The main estimates presented to parliament 
for the year which begins April Ist, total about 
three millions less than the estimates brought 
down a year ago. These do not cover the whole 
proposed expenditure for the year and cannot be 
taken as predicting a corresponding drop in the 
whole outlay. Supplementary estimates are 
still to be made up. As these will include the 
Canadian National deficit and the amount for 
relief expenditure, the gross appropriations for 
the year may outrun those of the current year. 
But as the railways are doing somewhat better 
and relief costs are down, the contrary may be 
expected. 

Unofficial suggestions made during the sum- 
mer that the accounts would balance by the end 
of the present year, March 21st, have been stated 
to be too optimistic, but the deficit will probably 
be less than the $50,000,000 figure suggested as 
a maximum in the budget last February. If so, the 
decline of the deficit will be in step with the 
forecast made by Mr. Dunning two years ago, 
when he also predicted a balanced budget by the 
| end of the next fiscal year. Next year’s spending 
| program, it may be supposed, will be trimmed 
| with that object in view.

“GOTT STRAFE ENGLAND” 


In Tokyo's largest auditorium, Hibiya Hall, 
a mass meeting the other day passed a resolution 
which declared that “We now propose to rise 
with the masses of the people to adopt a firm 
resolve toward Great Britain—a camouflaged 
enemy—which is behind anti-Japanese actions 
of China, and which is helping China to foster 
the Sovietization of the Far East, unable, be- 
cause of its unlimited avarice, to acknowledge 
our great mission for peace.” 

Writing in the magazine Keizai, Lieut.- 
Commander Naomiki Saito rejoices in the weak- 
ness of London's eastern naval squadron, and 
recommends that “Japan should make no secret 
of its determination, if necessary, to go to war. 
The sooner this resolution is made plain the 
better, because Great Britain's position in the 
Far East has seldom been more unfavorable than 
it is at present.” 

Seigo Nakano, Tokyo political leader, re- 
cently made Britain responsible for “inciting 
anti-Japanese movements in China for the last 
few years. China has been dancing to the British 
music and this has brought about the present 
situation. England has been saying to Nan- 
king: ‘Hasten to unify the country; purchase all 
necessary arms; we will lend you funds. Establish 
aviation fields at key positions; we will supply 
planes and train your fliers.’ It was but natural 
that with this supply by England the anti- 
Japanese sentiment has flared with uncontrol- 
lable fury.” 

After noting the ‘curious Japanese concep- 
tion of what constitutes a criminal attitude on 
the part of one nation toward another, it should 
be pointed out that the foregoing utterances 
are not made by irresponsible jingoes, but by 
authoritative spokesmen for the regime. Appar- 
ently all brakes are off on the anti-British 
campaign.—Victoria Times. 


JAPANESE TROOPS ON RAMPAGE 


Hallet Abend, one of the most reliable of 
foreign correspondents, in a wireless despatch 
from Shanghai, via Manila, to avoid censorship, 
gives an illuminating description of conditions 
in Nanking, the abandoned capital, a month and 
ten days after its occupation by Japanese 
soldiers. The invading troops seem to have got 
out of hand of the higher officers, to have run 
amok, in fact. This is freely admitted by Jap- 
anese authorities, who explain that steps are 
being taken to arrest the outrages. Undisciplined 
and defiant troops have been shifted, but the 
new arrivals who replaced them are reported to 
be just as undisciplined. At any rate, states Mr. 
Abend, the lawlessness and bestiality continue. 
Looting and rapine prevail to such a scandalous 
extent that Japanese authorities are refusing 
permits of entry to all foreigners except diplo- 
matic officials. 

One of the most curious features of the war 
is the recklessness of the Japanese on the spot 
in their attitude towards European and 
American rights in China. Foreign property has 
been destroyed, in some instances unnecessarily 
and with no excuse of military needs. British 
Ambassador Hugessen was machine-gunned 
from the air, an Italian journalist was killed, 
and the United States gunboat Panay was 
bombed although its flag was plainly visible to 
the attacking planes a few hundred feet over- 
head. These were major outrages and apologies 
had to be extended to the several governments 
concerned. Japanese military authorities ex- 
plained that the outrages were unfortunate 
blunders, but the conviction abroad is that the 
acts were deliberate. If they were not counten- 
anced by official Japan, then it is evident that 
the soldiers are in a mutinous mood.—Montreal 
Gazette,

After having been a éub- 
stantial importer of wheat for three years, the 
United States will be one of the world’s largest 
exporters of wheat during the present crop year, 
with 104 million bushels available for export. 

As a result of the worst crop failure in the 
history of wheat-growing in western Canada, this 
season's harvest was the smallest since 1914-182 
rnillion bushels. Stocks carried over were small 
so that supplies available for export are estime 
ated at only 68 million bushels. During the 
crop year, 1936-37, Canadian exports of wheat 
wheat flour were the equivalent of about 
200 million bushels of wheat. Our exports of 
these commodities have not been less than 100 
million bushels since the crop year 1919-20 when 
92 million were shipped. Should shipments this 
season fai] to exceed the estimate of 88 million 
bushels, export will have been the smallest since 
1914-15 when the total reached only 87 million 
bushel 

The quality of the Canadian wheat harvested 
this year is poor, only 74 per cent of the gyain 
inspected to January 14 coming within contract 
grades us compared with 87 per cent at the same 
date 1936.

Many letters wish information on the minor 
skin disorders such as dryness, chapping, pim- 
ples and cold sores, and this article today will | 
therefore discuss these troubles. 
DRY SKIN 


Dryness of the skin is usually caused by too 
little oil being secreted by the glands or by too | 
rapid removal of the natural oil because of | 
using a harsh soap, keeping the hands in water, 
etc. The skin takes on a dry, harsh appearance. 
The following home measures are generally 
effective in correcting dryness. Wash the skin in 
warm water, using a mild, gentle soap. Rinse 
with good care to make sure all the soap is re- 
moved. Dry thoroughly. Dry skin is benefitted 
by the application of a good cold cream, or by the 
use of olive oil. Measures which improve the | 
circulation of blood to the face will probably | 
prove helpful, such as light tapping of the facc | 
with the fingers or massage. In many cases the | 
patient is not securing enough fats and oils in the | 
diet and will note an improvement in the skin | 
condition by the adoption of such foods. The use 
of butter is especially advised, partly because | 
of its fat content and partly because butter will 
provide the vitamin A needed for a young- 
looking, supple skin. | 

CHAPPING 


Chapping often occurs in those with dry skins 
with whom there is a lack of the normal lubri- 
cating oil. The skin may roughen and form 
painful cracks. .Chapped hands and lips are 
especially frequent during cold weather. Some 
of the causes are exposure to cold, exposure to 
wind, washing too often with harsh soaps, and 
not drying the skin thoroughly after washing. 
Use a mild soap with warm water, do not rub 
the skin too vigorously when drying, and apply 
a protective cold cream or lotion. 

PIMPLES OR ACNE 


The adolescent is frequently annoyed by the 
appearance of pimples. Persistent pimples may 
produce a feeling of inferiority and the sufferer 
may avoid social contact on their account. Even 
when his acquaintances do not criticise his face 
in any way, he may nevertheless experience 
shyness and embarrassment simply because he 
sees his friends looking at the face. Relief usually 
follows through a change to a better diet, the 
observance of strict intestinal cleanliness, and 
the adoption of proper habits of cleansing the 
face. Those desiring special material on over- 
coming acne are invited to send for my article 
on the subject. Fortunately, such pimples are 
usually cleared up by favorable treatment. 

COLD SORES 


The cold sore probably got its name from the 
fact that it is often found with people having 
colds. It is a small blister occurring near the | 
mouth which appears suddenly and is tender. It 
may dry up spontaneously or may be slow in 
healing. Indigestion is a frequent cause of tuese 
cold sores, although they are also brought out | 
in some patients by exposure to a cold brisk 
wind. The best plan is to consider them a diges- | 
tive warning and to give the digestive organs a | 


rest for a few days by using fruit juices. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION—R. B. H. writes: “My face is ex- | 
tremely oily and nothing I have used has given 
more than temporary relief; my nose seems to 
be the worst. Will you please advise a treat- 
ment to correct this unsightly oiliness?” 

ANSWER: An oily skin is due to the over- 
activity of the oil glands arising from too great 
an assimilation of fats. This causes the nose to 
be shiny, the pores to become enlarged, and the 
formation of a thin coating of oil over the face. 
The scalp is also likely to show an excess of oil. 
One so troubled should eat large quantities of 
the non-starchy vegetables, in both the cooked 
and raw form, and should use plenty of salads. 
It is helpful to make the lunch of only fruit. To 
treat the face, steam it by holding the head over 
a kettle of hot water with a towel thrown over 
the head, or hot towels may be applied to the 
skin, one after another. Wash very thoroughly 
with warm water and soap, as an oily skin is not | 
harmed by a liberal use of soap. Oily or greasy 
cold creams are not necessary when the facial | 
skin is already oily enough. Follow the steam- 
ing treatment and warm water cleansing by 
splashing cold water or even ice water over the 
face. 

QUESTION—Y. O. K. asks: “What is the cause 
of a tight, heavy feeling across the lower portion 
of the back, below the waistline? This condi- 
tion is more noticeable upon awakening in the 
morning. 

ANSWER: You may have some form of lum- 
bago or rheumatism of the lower back, or you 
may be simply suffering from the effects of bad | 
posture which cramps the muscles of the lower | 
back. |

Danube 60 million bushels, Russia 40 million and 
other countries 20 million. The total quantity of 
wheat available for export in all countries is 
therefore placed at 496 million bushels. 

European importing countries report crops 
aggregating 1,180 million bushels against 1,09) 
million in 1936-37. After three years of compara- 
tively short world crops, total production, exclud- 
ing Russia and China, is indicated at about 2,785 
million bushels for the current season. This com- 
pares with 3,538 million bushels in the previous 
year. The gain is largely accounted for by the in- 
crease in the United States. It is considered that 
supplies available for export will be sufficient to 
meet ordinary demands but at the end of the 
year, stocks carried over will be greatly reduced, | 

Internationa! trade in wheat and wheat flour 
during the current season, on the above basis, is 
expected to fall slightly below 500 million 
bushels. This compares with actual shipments of 
609 million bushels in the previous year and a 
peak of 947 million bushels reported in the crop 
year 1928-29. While world shipments fell to a low

A Day in Canadian History

The fear entertained by many 
| Canadians today that in the trade 
| negotiations at Washington, Canada 


may be urged to abandon some of 
the preferences under the Ottawa 
agreements of 1932 in order to in- 
crease Anglo-American amity is no 
new dread in this country. Just 50 
years ago tomorrow (‘on February 
6, 1888) Sir John <A. Macdonald 
voiced the very same sentiment, 
whilst at the same time demand- 
ing a voice for Canada in Cana- 
dian disputes with the United 
States, 

One of the questions being dis- 
cussed at the international confers 
ence at Washington was the Alas- 
kan boundary. Sir John hed writ- 
ten to Sir Charles Tupper, the chief 
Canadian commissioner, that “The 
British Columbia government must 
be invited to be present during any 
negotiations on the boundary. That 
province is principally and vitally 
interested in the question and will 
have the right to consider itself 
injured should the decisicn be ad- 
verse to its pretentions without its 
| case being presented by an agent 

specially charged to act on its be- 

half.” 

But in his letter of February 6, 
Sir John put his foot down firmly 
and flatly: “We must ‘not allow 
hereafter any alteration in our 
boundaries or any territorial ccon- 
cessions without the consent of the 
Canadian parliament. We have suf- 
fered too much already and cannot 
allow another ‘arbitration capitula- 
tion.’ Of course, a reference as to 
the true boundary between B.C. and 
Alaska, in case of disagreement, can 
properly be dealt with by the 
Imperial government, but even in 
that case Canada should have a 
voice in the selection of the referee. 
Great care must be taken by you 
at Washington not to create a feel- 
ing in B.C. that you have sacrificed 

| them for the sake of making things 
pleasant with the United States.”
